I gave him the NID 
article on Vietnam which he requested yesterday. It contained the DIA dissent. 

I discussed with McFadden the seasonal interest in Communist aid to North 
Vietnam noting we were getting requests for briefings on this subject. 

McFadden had earlier expressfedlhis interest so today I suggested he select 
a date next week which would be convenient for his staffers to gather and we 
would provide a briefing. He will call us. I loaned McFadden a recent 
memorandum on military aid to North Vietnam. I also told McFadden that 
beginning tomorrow the Bulletin would accompany the NID to the Armed Services 
Committee per Ed Bras well 1 s, of the Committee staff, request. I made 
arrangements to loan McFadden NIE 11-15-74 per the DCI's authorization. The 
Estimate will not be left overnight.
